When George E. Johnson nominated 
Mr. Mason for chairman there was ab- 
solute quiet. 

Commissioner Van Dyke nominated 
Howard Pattillo just for form's sake, 
and without Mr. Pattillo’'s consent or 
knowledge. The yote stood:

For Pattilio: 
Holland. 

Mason Makes Statement. 

Chairman Mason, in taking the chair, 
made the following statement: 

“I appreciate the honor dore me in 
my selection as chairman of the board 
of police commissioners. I regard the 
police board as one of the most im- 
portant in the city and the enforce- 
ment of our police regulations and laws 
as of the utmost importance. 

‘Jy have no political ambition and my 
present service on the board will prob- 
ably be the last public service I shal 
render ‘as I. do not contemplate seeking 
or accepting further public office. How- 
ever, while in this position, I shall en- 
deavor to discharge my duties faith- 
fully, fairly and justly. I do 
pect nor would [ be in favor of. 8 
“shake-up” as has been mentioned in the) 
newspapers. Ail officers who.do their 
duty will find in me a friend, but the 
officers who do not do their duty and 
who shui their eyes to violations of the 
law will find me. against them. 

‘I have kept quiet under the attacks 
Made upon me as heading a ‘Mason fac- 
tion.’ I realize that was done entire- 
ly for political effect and had for its 
purpose my defeat ifor this position, and 
I presume the public would so wnder- 
stand it. However, since I thave been 
elected, | wish to say that there is no 
‘Mason faction.’ I have ono desire to 
head a faction, nor have I the qualifi- 
cations for such a position. As I under- 
siand it, such a@ man must have some 
political ends to serve or personal am- 
bition to gratify, or something of that 
sort, which I ‘have not. 

Am Net Head of Faction. 

“Neither have I the time nor. the 
means nor the desire to ‘build up or 
maintain a faction, in the board or out 
of the board. This attack was made 
solely to secure my defeat and bhere 
Was no other excuse for it, nor is there 
any foundation in the charge. The other 
members of the board are men of cnar- 
acter and standing, who have their own 
opinions. It is ridiculous to say that 
they could be led or controlled by me. 
1 make this statement because many 
of the citizens may not know them as 
I do, or as their friends do, and may be 
misled by these pwhblications. It is easy 
to injure a man or his friends by call- 
ing them ‘factiong’ and prophesying all 
Manner of things‘ about them. All this 
was done simply because my oppon- 
ents were exhausting every effort and 
using every means to defeat my elec- 
tion. They were simply dying hard. 
Having been in control so long and 
apparently famillar with the meaning of 
the word Vaction,’ and its powers, they 
were accusing myself and friends of 
their own misdeeds and prophesying for 
the future what had been done in the 
past.

“ALOE BLOOD’ 
AS AN EXCUSE 
FOR COOPERS 


Meets Tells the Jurors Tha 
They Are Not Trying “Com- 
mon Murderers, ’ 


NO CRIME COMMITTED 
TY AILLING CARMACK 


So Meeks Declares in Pleading 
for Coopers — Attorney for 
Defense Practically Asserts 
That Editors Who Attack 


Killed. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 9.—The un- 
written law was extended today to cover 
editors who attack private or public 
men by General Meeks, of counsel for 
defense in the Cooper-Sharp trial for the 
murder of former United States Senator 
Ee. W. Carmack. The sensation was 
sprung during General Meeks’ speech to 
the jury. Previously he had expressly 
disclaimed the belief that any editorial 
attack. justified killing the writer. But, 
when warmed up to his subject, with a 
burst of eloquence, he said: 

“You talk about the liberty of the 
press. Why, gentlemen, no man lives 
who believes more firmly in the liberty 
of the press than I do. But when a man 
in an editorial position turns the liberty 
of the press into license and undertakes 
to defame and defile you and your fam- 
ily, what are you going to do?. The 
prosecution will tell you you have your 
recourse in the courts. Yes, and you 
get a judgment for $26,000 against a 
man not worth the price of a plug of 
tobacco. Is that satisfaction? 

“Oh, gentlemen, I tell you that the 
streets of this, our city, have run red 
before with the blood of men who im- 
properly used other men’s names in pub- 
lic prints.” 

“Blue Blood” of Coopers. 

General Meeks devoted five hours to 
the speech. He painted the defendants 
as the finest types of southern aristocra- 
cy and breeding; declared no crime had 
been committed when Senator Carmack 
was shot to death, and closed with a dra- 
matic appeal to the jury to ‘“‘turn loose 


So great was the throng which tried 
to crowd into the court room this 
morning to hear the arguments 
that the architect of the building ap- 
pealed to the judge and declared that 
there was danger of a serious -acci- 
dent. 

Long after the room itself could hold 
no more, the curious people continued 
to push into the corridors and up the 
stairways. So great became the crush, 
that fears were expressed lest the rail.

Mrs. Lockhart, who recently went 
back to her first husband, said that 
Rev. Woolfram was the author of the 
murder plot, and that on condition 
that she administer the poison she had 
been allowed to return to her home. 

Preacher Blames Woman. 

When Rev. Wooifram got a chance tuo 
tell his side of the story to Recorder 
Broyles, he practically repeated the 
words of Adam, “The woman tempted 
me.”’ What the really said, however, 
was that the wife was equally impli- 
cated with him in the plot. 

After hearing the whole story, many 
of the details being of a disgusting na- 
ture, Judge Broyles bound man and 
woman over under $1,000 bond each, 
in default of which they were sent to 
the Tower. 

The story as developed from the tes- 
timony in police court was a most in- 
teresting and complicated one, 

Mr. and Mrs. ‘Lockhart have been 
married since 1901. According to the 
woman in the case, her married life 
was not conducive to happiness, and di- 
vorce proceedings were started, and 
she thought had been secured. 

About that time she became interest- 
ed in the work of Rev. Charles Woolf- 


ical college in Chicago, and believing 
herself at liberty, married him in 
Jacksonville. After thirteen months 
with Woolfram, she learned that her 
divorce was invalid, and she, ceased 
to live with him.

Attorney Bishop, representative of 
the husbend, produced letters purport- 
ing to be from Woolfram to Mrs. Lock- 
hart. He stated that their contents 
were of™& repulsive nature. Bishop 
says that Lockhart will push the case. 
Mrs. Lockhart says that she will try 
to come to a compromige with her hus- 
Sand. 

Striking is the contrast between the 
soul mates. Mrs. Lockhart is 25 years 
old, and a- fairly good-looking woman. 
Woolfram is a cripple. He says he is 
35 years old. He is the author of a 
number of religious works, such as 
‘Millennium,’ “Amm I aé Christian?’ 
and others. 

Rev. Charles Woolfram is, however, 
of the opinion~that the millennium will 
never come in this city so long as the 
POlice and the Tower endure.

Say He Resigned on Account 
of Declining Health — Mis- 
understanding With Dr. 
Amos Fox. 


Captain Robert L. Barry has severed 
his connection with the Confederate 
Veterans’ home and Captain A. W. 
Force, a long-time resident of Atlanta, 
is now in charge of that state camp of 
old soldiers. 

Some weeks ago a misunderstanding 
arose between Captain Barry and. Dr. 
Amos Fox, purchasing’ agent’ of the 
home, over the naming of a night guard 
for the grounds and pbuildings. Dr. 
Fox wanted to select a guard in the 
' place of one Captain Barry had, and 
the captain refused. The disagreement 
was laid before Judge Bell; of Jeffer- 
s0n, Jaickson county, chairman of the 
board of trustees, but. nothing more 
was heard of the matter until the 
change in the superintendency was 
made known yesterday. However, Cap- 
tain Barry’s choice remained on duty 
until the change in management: was 
effected. 

Whether the friction had aught to do 
with the retirement of Captain Barry 
is not known further than what his 
friends say, and that is a denial that it 
had anything to do with the change. 
It was because Captain Barry's health 
has been declining that .he gave up the 
superintendency of the home, assert his 
friends, and that ne @id it vobtuntarily 
at the first chance he had after the 
trouble . with Dr. Fox had been 
relegated to the past. The resignation 
was addressed to Judge Bell and set 
up ill. health as the cause. President 
Beli notified Captain Barry of the ac- 
ceptance and the same mail brought to 
Captain A. W. Force a tender of the 
position. Captain Force accepted. 

The a&ppointment is subject to confir- 
mation or rejection by .the board of 
trustees at its Atlanta session on April 
21. The board is composed of a repre- 
sentative from each congressional dis- 
trict. The appointment of Captain 
Force will be confirmed. 

With the advent of Captain Force a 
change in the night’ guard came about. 
In the past one of the old soldiers at 
the hume has been detailed by the su- 
perintendent as night guard. But re- 
cently .the insurance companies have 
not been satisfied with that .condition, 
and expressed a wish for a night guard 
of younger years. So Captain Force 
Selected A. Campbell, a resident of At- 
lanta, for the position,

on Whitehall street. He is a native of 
South Carolina, and when the war be- 
tween the states broke out, entered the 
service at the age of 168. He was at 
ithe fall of Fort Sumter, and through- 
‘out the war was a valiant soldier.

One of the hardest rains that has 
falien in Atfenta in a long time oe- 
curred late yesterday afternoon. Be- 
ginning at 5:15 o’clock with t great 
downpour, which was accompanied by 
lightning and thundér, the storm con- 
tinued late in the nigiht. The forecast 
for today inditates fair and cooler 
weather. 

At the office of the weather bureau, 
j official records show that for the first 
thirty minutes after 5:15 o'clock, one 
linch of rain fell, and ‘that 75 per cent 
of this amount fell in the first fifteen 

minutes. Up to 7 o’clock, one and one- 
half inches were registered, and at 7:30 


official records «an ibe secured, 1.65 
inches had fallen. This figure was 
probably increased to over two inches, 
as the rain was still falling steadily 
at that hour. 

The heaviest rain ever recordéd for 
this month: was on March 26. 1901, 
when 1.8! inches fel] in twenty-six min - 
utes. 

The storm was not unexpected, 
the clouds were lowering 
the hours preceding. it. Late shoppers 
were compelled to remain in the 
stores for over an hour, for it was un- 
wise to venture on the steets. Many 
stores were flooded with water, which 
rushed through the entrance. Cabs and 
taxicabs were all engaged within two 
minutes after the rain began, and the 
Street cars did an enormoug business. 

The lightning which accompanied the 
storm did no damage, as far as report- 
ed. It was very unsaie, however, to 
try the telephone, and in many homes 
the wires were made déad. A south- 
west wind accompanied the rain and 
reached a velocity of thirty-four miles. 

The low barometer which centered 
over Texas on Monday, and which was 
the cause of the rain in Atlanta, is now 
in the vicinity of ‘St. Louis. The 
weather man gays tiis will have the 
effect of clearing up the weather. 
which will be moderately cold today 
with probable frost tonight. 

Heavy rains have fallen at several 
Stationa in the central Mississippi val- 
ley, IAttle Rock reporting 1.78 inches, 
Memphis |.!8 tnches and St. Louis 1.66. 
On the Rocky mountain slope. cold 
and fair weather prevwils. The maxi- 
mum in Atlanta was 68 degrees. 

Street Cars Stop. 

During the lightning fusilade of the 
rain storm the street car traffic was im- 
paired by a bolt of Nghtning which put 
the cars out of commission for a short 
while. The current. was restored after 
@&bout ten minutes and traffic was re- 
sumed. At the starter’s office it was 
stated that the current could have been 
restored sooner, but for fear that the 
lightning might cripple the. service: ge- 
riously. It’ was not necessary to start 
the big gas-burning engine, for. the 
water current kept up, though the en- 
gine' was ready te get to work on 
notice.

Cuthbert, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—At 
6:30 o'clock tonight the entire business 
section .of the town was swept away 
by a cyclone. Had it not been for pro- 
tracted services, it is very probable that 
several hundred people’ would have 
been killed. One white man, a railroad 
employee, was found dead, and several 
wounded. As the town is in total dark- 
ness, it. cannot be ascertained how 
many have met death or been injufed. 

The damage will probably amount to 
$100,000, of which amount over $50,000 
can be accounted for.

Washington, March 9.—Maximum and 
minimum rates of duty were pfovided

A paragraph will beincluded in each 
separate schedule providing for the min- 
imum duties on articles under that 
stood to be the average reduction made 
for the minimum duties. Some articles

rates of reduction will be placed on 
others. 

The United States was the first coun- 
try to adopt maximum and minimum 
rates of duty when m& provided for re- 
ciprocity in its dariff law for a few ar- 
ticles, such es eugar.

While it is 
true that there are in every county 
and in almost every district sma!! tracts 
Of land for sale, and while it is true 
that there are in every town men, en- 
terprising and patriotic, who will di- 
vide up their real estate holdings to 
suit the purchaser, yet there are tracts 
of thousands of aicres owned by the 
Wealthy sawmill man, who, having cut 
the timber off his land. desires now to 
dispose of it to the farmer and dis- 
pose of it in a body. Selling it that 
way, he would sell it cheapér. I men- 
tion these facts in answer, to inquiries 
received by mail. .

Councilman Johnsten next sold the 
administration building, or what is gen- 
“erally known as the main entrance to 
the park. This was bought by J. B. 
Thompson for $430. 

The firemen’s building was bought Dy 
Mr. Thompson for $875. 

Three ticket offices were sold. E. L. 
Bishop bought one for $5.50. The other 
two were bought by J .B. Thompson 
for $5 each. 

The race track grandstand was sold 
to J. M. Orr for $455. The benches were 
included. 

This made. the total sales aggregate 
$4,250.50. An effort will be made by the 
park ‘board to have this money appro- 
.priated for the improvement of Piedmont 
park.

These Georgia reductions, made under the Terrel) administration, were 
fair and conservative, amounting to only about 17 per cent, as compared 
with 331-3 per cent in Missouri. In other words, the Missouri reductions 
were about twice as great as those made in this state. 

It is gratifying to notc that, with small, exception, the passenger income 
of the railroads in Georgia has not suffered. beeause of these reductions.

SCHOOLS AND THE BOND ISSUE. 


Atianta’s public school teachers have very appropriately and commend- 
ably taken an emphatic stand in behalf of an adequate proportion of the 
municipal bond issue, to be voted upon this year, for improvement and de- 
velopment of the city’s schools. 

The school facilities of a city, as well as the management and conduct 
of this important municipa] institution, are an index to its standing and 
progressiveness; the schools are a factor in a cit#’s growth or lack of it. 

In their resolutions the teachers pointed out clearly the needs of Atlan- 
ta’s schools, especially as a result of the extension of the jimits, which will 
involve the construction of new school houses and the employment of addi- 
tional teachers. Then, too, modern fireproof buildings are needed to re- 
place some of the wornout and dangerous frame’ structures now used as 
schoo] houses. 

Atlanta’s schools ought to participate in this bond issue to the extent of 
$500,000—an amount which can be well and profitably spent in improving 
and extending the system. 

The fact is, this bond issue should, by all means, be fixed at $2,000,000, 
as suggested by Mayor Maddox, giving $1,000,000 to sewers and sanitation, 
$5V0,000 to waterworks and $500,000 to schools. 

Atlanta not only needs improvements in these institutions to that ex 
tent, but can well afford them. 

Each would prove an investment the value of whose return cannot now 
be estimated. .

_. IN THE COMMISSION RULE 


How Des Moines Gags the Politician, Watches Her Public 
Servants and Eliminates Confusion—Getting 
Her Money’s. Worth. 


No. 2. 
By A. L. Wooldridge. 


Des Moines, Iowa, March 9.—(Special.» 
In the conduct of its affairs by the com- 
mission form of government} Des Moines 
has prospered. It has eliminated polt- 
tics from civic affairs; it has placed the 
management of its resources upon a fiat 
business basis; it has offered equa! rights 
to alt and special privileges to none. 

This has been accomplished in differ- 
ent ways. In the first place, there is 4 
clause in the law which says: 

“Any person who shall agree to per- 
form any services in the interest of any 
candidate for any office provided for in 
this act, in consideration of any money 
or other valuable thing for such ser- 
vices performed in the interest of any 
candidate, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $300, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail not exceeding thirty 
days.”* 

Thus it will be seen that the very act 
of “electioneering” for a candidate, pro- 
vided there is a consideration for tite 
work, makes one liable to punishment 
by fine or imprisonment. f 

Another section provides that if any 
officer or employee of the city shall 


“exert his inftuence, directly or indirect-' 


ly, to influence other officers or em- 
ployees of such city to adopt his politi- 
cal views or to favor any particular 
person or candidate for office,” is sub- 
ject to similar punishment. 

Civil Service. 

To still further eliminate politics from 
entering into appointments to city posi- 
tions, employees are placed under civil 
service. The council appoints the city 
clerk, solicitor, assessor, treasurer, audi- 
tor, civil engineer, city physician, chief 
of police, chief of the fire department, 
market master and street commissioner. 
These are not under the civil service and 
neither are the day laborers. Applicants 
for poistions on the police force, fire and 
health departments, all take the civil 
service examinations and receive ap- 
pointments according. to their standing 
on the eligible lists. 

The task of caring for the city’s Yusi- 
ness is distributed among the four com- 
misstaners and the mayor in as nearly 
equal proportion as possible. The mayor 
has charge of the department.of public 
affairs. is president of the council] and 
supervises the work of the police court. 
His signature is required to all docu- 
ments approved by the council. 

The superintendent of the department 
of accounts and finances is the “watch 
dog’ of the treasury. He distributes the 
city money among the various banks; 
he receives monthly reports from the 
city auditor and the city treasurer; he 
personally inspects the books in all de- 
partments where moneys are handled; 
he causes the county books to be au- 
dited to see that the city receives every 
cent of money due it. He sees constant- 
iy to the collection of license fees, for- 
féited bonds from police court, and, in 
fact, works as general supervisor of 
revenues. 2 

The superintendent of the department 
of parks and public buildings employs all 
workmen for the parks and cemeteries. 
He has supervision over the market mas- 
ter in caring for the market houses. He 
is directing the work of beautifying the 
banks of the Des Moines river within the 
city. He has charge of the public bath 
houses, the park buildings and the zoo. 

Police and Fire Departments, 

The superintendent of the department 
of public safety has charge of the po- 
lice force, the fire and health depart- 
ments, exclusive of the authority to 
make appointments. It is within his 


- oo 


province to discharge or suspend mem- 
bers of dny of these departments, for 
cause. Each member thus suspended or 
discharged, h@wever, has the right of 
appeal to the city council and in case it 
is decided the discharge or suspension 
was unwarranted, the council may re- 
instate him. 

The superintendent of the department 
of streets and public improvements’ has 
by far the most responsible task of any 
of the commisstfoners. It is he who 
Plans the paving of the streets, the res- 
ulation of public utilities and the clean- 
ing. repairing and maintenance of al! 
public highways. Contracts for paving 
and all other work of public improve- 
ment, however, have to be approved by 
a majority vote of the counctl. Where 
the bids of contractors are believed to 
be excessively high, it is within the 
province of this superintendent to order 
the work done under the supervision of 
the city’s building or grading foremen. 
Authority for directing the placing of 
gas and electric Nghts lies with this 
commissioner, and all other matters 
which pertain directly to streets and 
public improvements are in his care, 
subject te the approval of the council. 

Guarding Appropriations, 

The acts of every commissioner are 
dependent upon the cooperation of other 
members of the council. Every ordi- 
nance Or resolution appropriating mon- 
ey or Ordering any street improvement, 
or authorizing the making of any con- 
tract, or granting any right to occupy 
the streets, bridges or public places, 
must remain On file with the city clerk 
for public inspection at least.one week 
before the final passage or adoption. 

All franchise grants to pwblic utility 
companies shall be voted upon by the 
people. No ordinance shall go into ef- 
fect within ten days from its final 
passage, and if, during the ten days, a 
petition signed by electors of the city 
equal to 26 per cent of the entire vote 
cast for all candidates for mayor at 
the last preceding election is filed, pro- 
testing against the passage of the ordi- 
nance, the copncil must reconsider it, 
and if it is not entirely repealed, it 
must be submitted to the yoters for 
ratification or rejection. 

Thus it will be seen there is no chance 
to “railroad”’ an objectionable ordinance 
through the council. The councilmen 
may pass an ordinance, but if it is 
repugnant to the city in general, the 
council may be forced to rescind it. 

Wide-Awake Officials. 

Up to the present time, Des Moines 
has not had occasion to ask for a refer- 
endum vote. The*® superintendents of 
the various departments are jealousiy 
guarding the powers entrusted to them 
The city has the right of recall, and 
should any member of the council be- 
come negligent in his duty or displease 
the city generally hé could be removed. 
He has agreed in accepting the posi- 
tion of commissioner to devote al! his 
time to the work. The commissioners 
are paid $3,000 per year, and the mayor 
$3,500. Any officer or assistant ap- 
pointed by the council May be removed 
by it at any time, for cause, and there 
igs no appeal from the council's action. 

It is the custom of the council in Des 
Moines to meet regularly on ~ gata | : 
Wednesday and Friday mornings ea 
week, but when all members are. at 
their offices in the city hall, meetings 
may be held on a minute's notice. If 
one or more members are absent, three 
hours’ notice of the meeting must be 
given. Three commissioners constitute 
a quorum. | 

Two and sometimes three meetings ‘of 
the council have been held in a single 
day, when jsmportant business matters 
are on hand. The councilmen gather 
around their table in the council cham- 
ber to transact business in the same 
way superintendents of departments in 
great manufacturing plants gather, 
whenever it is necessary. It is along 
business lines they conduct the affairs 


of the city. 
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GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


Commissioper of Agriculture 7. a 
Hudson was back in his office yester- 
day after a week spent in Washington, 
D. C., where he went for the purpose 
of urging the United States department 
of agriculture to resume the work of 
eradicating the cattle tick. Georgia has 
refused to make an appropriation to as- 
sist in its conduct. 

Tt is said that in practically every 
other state in which the United States 
government is spending money to get 
rid of the tick and Texas fever among 
cattle, the work is assisted to some ex- 
tent by state appropriation, but Geor- 
gia has failed to respond. 

Notwithstanding this, Commissioner 
Hudson stated that he was mutch en- 
couraged as the result of his trip, and 
he thinks there will be a resumption 
of the work in this state. Secretary of 
Agriculture James Wilson was most. fa- 
vorably disposed toward Mr. Hudeon’s 
request, and Chief Melville, of the bu- 
reau of animal industry, said he would 
take it under consideration, Altogeth- 
er Commissioner Hudson - believes fa- 
vorable action will be taken. 

Another object of Commissioner Hud- 
son's visit to Washington was to urge 
a soil survey in the Third congression- 
al district. He was assured that this 
would be undertaken as early as possi- 
ble and that the Third district will be 
the next in which a soil survey wiil 
be made. Soil surveys have so far. been 
made in only two Georgia districts. 

Voluntary Camps Suggested. 

Since there will be no military ma- 
neuvers under the auspices of the Unit- 
ed States war department this year, it 
will be up to the various commands in 
the Georgia national guard which de- 
sire to go into camp to arrange an en- 
campment on their dwn hook. 

Very probably it can be arranged s0 
that the state will bear a portion of 
the expense, though that will depend 
upon the attitude of the incoming aa- 
ministration, as no encampments will 
be held until after the inauguration of 
the governor-elect. 

Adjutant General A. J. Scott suggests 
that those commands desiring to go 
into camp this year might pick out a 
favorable spot some thirty * to fifty 
miles from their stations, march there 
and remain in camp for a period: of five 
days, returning by train. 
Plans along this line are being 
mapped out for the Second and Fiftn 
regiments and for the detached battal- 
ion at Columbus. They are, of course, 
only tentative, and their carrying out 
will depend very much on future de- 
velopments, 

It is proposed to have tee yiowe for 
such encampments all in r iness for 
those commands desiring them, so that 
there will be no difficulty in carrying 
out the details just as soon as they are 
approved by the new governor. 


May Decide on Farm Today. 
It is the purpose of the prison com- 
mission to reach a final decision today, 
if possible, upon which of the many 


| tracts of nd which have been’ offered 


it will purchase for a prison farm for 
the white convicts. 

All that is now known definitely of 
the situation is that the choice lies 
between four tracts of land lying 
somewhere to the south of Macon, or 
to the southwest of the center of the 
state. In what county the most favor- 
ed tract is located, could not be 
learned. 

It is reported that Governor Smith 
strongly favored a farm in Sumter 
county, at $12 an acre; and rumor has 
had it that he did not like the tracts 
which the commission has had under 
most favorable consideration, and that 
there is a possibility of his disap- 
proving the commission's chcice 

It is also stated that there are one 
or two farms in Lee county which 
have been in high favor with the com- 
mission. 

It is generally believed they will 
reach a final conclusion today and 
make a report to the governor. It will 
then rest with him as to whether the 
State shall make the purchase. The 
commission thas decided that it will 
buy only one farm, a tract of approxi- 
mately 5,000 acres. 


John Harper May Escape. 

According to report at the state 
capitol, John Harper, under sentence 
of death for the murder of the sheriff 
of Murray county, may yet escane the 
gallows. 

General Clement A. Evens, one of the 
prison commissioners, has expressed 
himself to a recommendation of clem- 
ency in Harper's case, and it ig re- 
ported that Commissioner Wiley Wii- 
liams will also take this attitude. Just 
what view Chairman J. 8S. Turner will 
take of the case is not known. 

But with a majority of the commis- 
sion favorable to him, which would 
mean ,.a recommendation of commuta- 
tion to life imprisonment, it would re- 
main only with the governor as to 
whether Harper paid the penalty of 
his crime on the gallows, or went to 
the penitentiary for life. It would fall 
to the governor to approve or disap- 
prove the recommendation of the com- 
mission. 

Harper has for many months stared 
death in the face, and up to tie pres- 
ent time all] the efforts of his attor- 
neys to save his life have proven un- 
availing. The commission has not yet 
acted in the matter. That is his only 
remaining chance. 


Entomologist Worsham Is Back. 

State Entomologist E. L. Worsham 
returned to the city yesterday from 
Washington, where he went to consult 
the department of agriculture and as- 
certain if, in the event the much 
dreaded browntai!l moth should find its 
way into Georgia, a portion of the 
government appropriation get apart 
for fighting this pest would be avail- 
able for use in this state. He received 
most encouraging assurances from 
the department. He hopes, hovever. 
it will preve unnecessary to cajl upon 
the government for this aid. Mr. Wor-

The government appropriates about 
$300,000 annually to the fight against 
the browntail moth; most of which is

For 
when the play is sifted down she so 
far dominated the entire produc- 
tion that none other is worthy of any- 
thing more than passing note. To use 
a common expression, “she was the 
whole show.” 

Atlantans have long admired this 
consummate actress—at a distance— 
and when the opportunity afforded to 


‘witness her work braved a_ winter’s 


rain and packed the theater from foot- 
lights to top gallery with one of the 
most brilllant and agpreciative audi- 
ences of the season. It was an audi- 
ence noted for its repression rather 
than expression, accepting the work of 
this noted actress with that silent ap- 
Proval that denotes deep thought rath- 
er than the rippling applause which 
stands for shallow appreciation. 

No hastily written criticism com- 
pressed into a half column of cold type 
can do justice to the player or the 
Play. To enjoy the play it must be 
read and studied: to enjoy the player, 
her work must be seen. 

Madame Nazimova has studied this 
Play so long and has presented,.it so 
often as to have thoroughly imbvwed its 
spirit, and in consequence is able to 
Present it in a way which makes it 
seem as though a page from her own 
life, 

She lived the Hriei piay rather than 
acted it, which made the sad ending 
all the more pitiful for her audience. 
Then, too, the unconventiofiality of the 
finale jarred and disappointed those 
who have never read this play. To 
live with Nora her life during two 
acts, to feel her anxiety and to become 
thoroughly imbued with her intense 
emotions the audience—judged by oth- 
er plays—had a right ito expect that fol- 
iowing the great tragic climax in the 
closing act the “miracle of miracles” 
she referred to would come true and 
“they would live happily ever after- 
ward.” 

Isben Willed it Otherwise 

But Ibsen wrote trie to life and 
willed it otherwise. He broke up the 
Doll’s House, allowed the mother-wife 
to go out into the night, abandoning 
husband and home when she realized 
the shallowness, or, rather, absence of 
her husband's love, as she had a right 
to expect it would develop, and sent 
the audience home depressed and de- 
spondent, But the audience, when it 
watched the blighting of Nora Hel- 
mar’s life, saw the blithesomeness fade, 
her terror come upon her; saw hope 
dawn again in her heart, and in her 
eyes, and saw it rudely dashed to 
earth; saw her at last in her bleak 
desolation and gasped with the horror 
of it all when she went out into the 
night alone, sat stupefied, then roused 
to thunder of applause as if to bring her 
back into her home, on the stage, and 
reunite them, heppily. They succeed- 
ed in bringing her before the foot- 
lights, but the story was told. 

Madame Nazimova, in order to 
bring out all the shades and tones in 
this masterful play, ran the gamut 
of emotional work from the heydenish 
pranks with her children, in the first 
act, even going so far as to play hide 
and seek with them by crawling under 
the table, to her most superb work in 
the last act, when her husband, believ- 
ing her a criminal forger, flinched, like 
a lash was applied to her bere flesh, 
when he upbraided her in his selfish 
denunciation because he thought she 
had ruined him. Her expression was 
magnificent and was more powerful 
than words. Her reading was given 
a charm by a slight foreign accent, 
but her pronunciation was both clear 
and distinct. 

Her supporting company, while good, 
was not comparable to her, and she 
shone all the more resplendent in com- 
parison. 

The one performance closed the en- 
gagement here.

The writers of comedy these days have not 
improved upon the work of a century and a 
quarter ago, when Richard Brinsley Sheridan 
penned “The Rivais.’’

3 “BLUE BLOOD” IS URGED 
AS AN EXCUSE FOR COOPERS

»nforce the w. And the state’s idea 
of enforcing the law seems to be to 
convict some one, innocent or guilty. 
I want to say to you, gentlemen, that 
I never in my life, and jn a broad 
Practice, saw a witness so shamefully 
treated as was Colonel Cooper by Cap- 
tain Fitzhugh. The prosecutor seemed 
careless as to whether he convicted or 
acquitted Colonel Cooper of the mur- 
der of Senator Carmack, but he did 
seem determined to besmirch the wit- 
ness’ character. He accused him of 
not paying his debts. What has that 
to do with the killing of Carmack? 
They tried to make you believe that 
he embezzled funds as clerk and master 
of chancery. What has that to do with 
the killing of Carmack? You saw the 
' witness on the stand. You heard him 
_Swear.that no one ever lost a dollar 
‘through kim. You heard him swear 
that his business methods always were 
unsuccessful. The whole scheme of the 
state was, not to convict Colonel Coop. 
er of murder, but to disgrace him pub- 
licly on his record. 
Alleged “Insulis” to Cooper. 

General Meeks went on to trace al- 
leged “insults” which the defense 
Claims Carmack heaped upon Colonel 
Cooper in the debates with Patterson. 
“Colonel Cooper told you that these in- 
sults were continued almost daily in 
The Tennessean. We did not see fit to 
introduce these assaults in print, but 
we did introduce some.” 

As a matter of fact, the defense in- 
troduced only three editorials, one of 
‘which failed to mention Cooper's name, 
The others were of a bantering type. 

“The state has charged,” said General 
Meeks, “that the defendants knew the 
route that Senator Carmack daily fol- 
lowed, and the time that he left for 


his apartments. Now, how could the” 


defendants know this time, or this 
route? Where did they get this in- 
formation? Senator Carmack’s own 
stenographer said she did not know 
Where Senator Carmack lived.” 

General Meeks then turned his atten- 
zion to the notes that Cologel Cooper 
drafted to the sent to Carmack, and 
declared if there was y mystery 
about them, the state Should have 
cleared the mystery up. He denounced 
the effort of the state to involve the 
liberty of the press, but declared that, 
Where the liberty of the press was 
@bused by a man who used it to de- 
fame a private citizen, it degenerated 
into license. 

“Why,” he said, “when a man sits, as 
Carmack did, behind the editorial coun- 
ter of a paper and writes, morning 
after tmnorning, and day after day, ed- 
itorials that attack and assault a man 
who is not himself in an editorial posi- 
tion, he becomes insulting, and there 
ig“no greater insult possible.’ 

Mystery of Bullet. 

General Meeks next discussed the 
myatery of the bullet which was found 
‘In Robin’s bed, and said that that mys- 
tery was not connected with the case. 
He claimed that Robin was shot, that 
mo one doubted it; that Senator Car- 
mgck shot him, which was equally be- 
yond dispute. 

The attorney next went to the inci- 
Gent of the pistol scabbard found in 
Genator Carmack’s pocket when the 
eo0at was examined in court during the 
trial, and denounced the state’s attor- 
neys for insinuating that the counsel 
for the defense “planted” the scat 
Dard where it was found. 

“The state knew that Major Vertrees 
loaned Senator Carmack the revolver,” 
he said. “They knew, too, that he 
loaned it to the senator with the scab- 
bard on it. But they never put Major 
Vertrees on the stand. Then, honest 
man that he is, the major, when he 
read the attack on the defense’s coun- 
sel, communirated with them and told 
the truth.” 

State of Mind of Coopers. 

“We have proven,’ he went on, “that 
the meeting of the parties was purely 
and undoubtedly an accidertal encoun- 
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_ his behavior on the stand. He is an old 


ter. We hold that the guilt or inno- 
cence of these defendants must rest upon 
the state of mind they were in at the 
time the meeting took place.”’ 

Counsel described the effect of the 
editorial, “Across the Muddy Chasm,” 
upon Colonel Cooper the morning before 
the killing, and declared that when Craig 
went back to Carmack, after his inter- 
view with Cooper, he told Carmack that 
Cooper had said: “Then, this - note 
goes.” % 

“That note was to be declaration of 
war, and until that note. was sent by 
Cooper and received by Senator Car- 
mack, Cooper understood and Carmack 
understood that there was to be no 
trouble, and that note was never. sent. 
Now we do not say that the editorials 
which Carmack wrote justified Colonel 
Cooper in killing Carmack. But we do 
say that these continued insults were 
so utrbearable and so offensive that they 
drove Colonel Cooper into a frenzy. it 
was not like insulting a man before 
twenty-five or fifty people. These. edi- 
torials were circulated all over the state, 
among friends and enemies, and reached 
thousands of people.’’ 

Carmack’s Editorials Read. 

General Meeks then read the three edi- 
torlals introduced by the defense, phrase 
by phrase, and asked the jurors if they 
could imagine anything more insulting 
or degrading than these editorials. 

“Every time the press turned; every 
time a paper fell out of the machine, 
came fresh insults upon the colonel. The 
colone] had no means of reply; he had 
to bear it. And for months and months 
this old man carried that load. 

“You talk of the liberty of the press. 
Why, no man who lives believes more 
firmly in the liberty of the press than I! 
do. But when a man in an editorial po- 
sition turns the liberty of the press into 
license and undertakes to defile and de- 
fame you and your family, what are 
you going to do? The state will say, go 
into courts. Yes, and get a judgment 
for $25,000 against a man not worth a 
Plug of tobacco. 

“Gentlemen, T tell you that the streets 
of our city have run red before with 
the blood of men who have improperly 
used other men’s names in public prints. 
It is perfectly reasonable to believe that 
Colonel Cooper was angry, that he used 
violent language. He may have said, 
‘Carmack or I must die,’ but he was 
talking in a frenzy. 

Lauds Ceoper as Gentleman, 

“And they tell you he ig not an exam- 
ple of the old school of chivalry; that 
he is not a type of the old southern gen- 
tleman. I say he is. I say he is one 
of the grandest and bravest men I know. 
If there were nothing else in his favor, 
1 would be-willing to trust his case on 


ex-confederate soldier. He enfered the 
service when a beardless boy of 17, and 
you men know that such men as he 1s 
do not make assassins."’ 

General Meeks was growing tired and 
weak, and showed it plainly. He ap- 
pealed to the jury to look at the case 
reasonably and coolly, and not to be in- 
fluenced by passion or prejudice. Then 
he turned his attention to Robin Cooper 
and recited the efforts Robin made to 
prevent trouble, declaring that “he 
touched every button possible.” 

“You are not trying common thieves 
or murderers now, gentlemen. You are 
trying men who come from as fine stock 
as ever human fiesh was made of, the 
best people of the south. You saw them 
on the stand and you saw the manliness, 
the chivalry, the gentlemanliness that 
marked their behavior. 


Evidence of Miss Lee. 

“Why did they put Miss Daisy Lee, 
Jim Bradford's stenographer, on the 
stand? Did they mean to say that Jim 
‘Bradford is a murderer? Why should 
he want Senator Carmack murdered? 
They have shown no motive. I do not 
say Miss Lee lied. I would not say that 
about any woman. But I do say that 
she was mistaken. And it makes no” 
difference whether he was called back 
to the telephone after he left the office 
or before he left. You heard the gov- 
ernor of the state swear that he sent 
for Colonel Cooper, and the state did not 
cross-examirfe him.” 

Genera] Meeks went exhaustively into 
the incident of the message from Gov- 
ernor Patterson, why the governor sent 
it, and argued that it was this mes- 
Sage alone which brought the Coopers 
0 Seventh avénue and led to the shoot- 

ng. 

“Miss Lee alone says that Colonel 
Cooper was not called back. Now, even 
if it were material, which it is not, we 
rave four witnesses against. her, who 
Swear that he was recalled—Genera) 
Prown, Governor Patterson, James 
Bradford and Robin Cooper. 


Swearing by Cooper. 

“And yesterday Captain Fitzhugh ar- 
raigned this old, white- haired soldier 
for using vile language in Miss Lee’s 
presence. Now, Miss Lee herself said 
that Colonel Cooper was in another 
office when he used that language. mer" 
the colonel sayg he was not ih the 
office at all at noon; that he was oniy 
in Bradford’s office twice that day— 
once at 9 a. m. and again at 3 Pp. m., 
To corroborate him, we have the men | 
who showed Colonel Cooper the horse 
he wanted to buy for his granddaugh- 
ter, and who swear he was with them 
between i! and !2. 

“Now, Miss Lee may have heard Colo- 
rel Cooper swear early that morning. 
In fact, the colonel told you himself 
that he used profane language fre- 
quently. But we maintain that Miss 
Lee was mistaken in the time, and if 
she was mistaken about one thing, 
then she may have been mistaken in 
others.” 

General Meeks next took John Sharp’ = 
case, and ridiculed the evidence offered 
by the state. He asked the jury if they 
were going to hang a man because he 
said, ‘Carmack should have been dead 
and in hell twenty years ago.” He 
claimed that, even if John Sharp did 
say to Miss Skeffington, “That is Dunc 
Cooper shooting Carmack,” he predi- 
cated his assertion upon what he saw 
when he looked back. 

General Meeks had ‘not concluded his 
argument when court adjourned for 
luncheon. 

Judge Warns Against Applause. 

Before General Meeks resumed his 


argument at 2 p. m., Judge Hart again 
warned the spectators against demon- 


“Neither do I kno 


anything worth. ; 
that you will not. 
But, whether you do or do not,* you 
must mot express your approval or 
your disapproval.” sae 

The crowd, if possible, was’ larger 
than on yesterday afternoon, and the 
deputies experienced so much difficulty 
in handling it that the sheriff doubled 
hig court force. The aisles were filled, 
the, walls were lined three deep with 
perspiring humanity, while the space 
inside the bar Was packed almost to 
suffocation. 

“The state declares,” began the gen- 
eral, “that thes@ defendants must have 
known that Senator Carmack would 
pass the point at which they met him 
at the time they met him. 
didn’t they prove it? They had the 
chance, yet they never offered a wit- 
ness on this subject. Senator Carmack 
stopped at the drug store, stopped to 
help Mrs. Williams on a car, stopped to 
talk to Jordan Stokes. Are these all 
conspirators? For, if he had not stop- 
red, he would never have met the 
Coopers. The conspiracy case, gentle- 
men, is foolish, It is unreasonable and 
Limpossible.” 


Why Coopers Sought Carmack. 

General Meeks argued that Colonel 
Cooper, having decided not tO press 
his demands upon Carmack, walked 
over to talk the’ matter over peace- 
ably; that, having failed to send the 
rote which he knew and Carmack 
knew was to be the declaration of war, 
he had no idea of trouble. 

“And he never even drew his” gun 
when he saw his own somengaged in 
a revolver duel with his deadly enemy. 
How do I know it? From the state's 
star witness, Mrs. Eastman, who never 
told anything, favorable to the defense 
and told everything she knew agiinst 
the accused. But she says when sne 
turned around that she saw Coionel 
Cooper standing with — extended, 
empty! 

“There is nothing in anyone's testi- 
mony—except Colonel Cooper’s—that 
Colonel Cooper ever drew'a gun. He 
said he did, after the shooting stopped, 
and, asked why, he replied: ‘To kill 
Carmack if he killed my son.’ The 
father who will not draw to protect his 
offspring is not worthy of the name of 
man, and the son who will not fire to 
protect his father is not worthy to 
have a father.” 


Meeks Attacks the State. 

General Meeks again paid his respects 
to the state for the prosecution’s inti- 
mation that he and General Washing- 
ton had put the revolver scabbard in 
Senator Carmack’s pocket. He attack- 
ed the state for its failure to go more 
into detail as to the Carmack revolver 
and its position when found; for its at- 
tempt to prove that Robin fired first, 
and for its failure .to introduce Dr. 
Glasgow to describe the autopsy. 

“Carmack shot Robin Cooper twice 
before Robin could draw his gun. The 
colonel] and his son were not there for 
war—they went up there on a peaceful 
errand. The boy, taken by surprise, 
then drew his revolver and killed the 
man who was trying to kill him. Un- 
der the laws of God, of human nature 
and of Tennessee, he is guilty of no 
crime. And, if Robin is guilty of no 
crime, then Colonel Cooper is guilty of 
none. And, if neither of the Coopers 
is guilty, John Sharp cannot be guilty. 

Mrs. Eastman Is Attacked. 

The attorney next took up Mrs. East- 
man’s testimony and attacked it, claim- 
ing the witness was frightened and 
hysterical and could not remember all 
that actually occurred. 

He then went to th, defense of Ben- 
ni.g, the witness arrested on a per- 
jury charge, and asserted with vigor 
that every word testified to by Benning 
was true. He described Benning as an 
old farmer, illiterate and poor, but who 
told the truth. He put up a good de- 
fente for Benning in those points upon 
whicn the witness was not attacked, 
put failed to explain his two stories 
about the color of Carmack’s revolver 
or his statement after the killing that 
“if he had been five or ten minutes 
earlier he would have seen the killing.”’ 

“We say,” said General Meeks, “that 
Colonel Cooper went over to Carmack 
with his hands open as he had a right 
to do: that he committed no overt act; 
that Carmack met him with drawn re- 
volver, belching flame and bullets. We 
claim that when Robin saw the deadly 
weapon he jumped in front of his fath- 
er and tcok the two bullets aimed at 
the !atter. We claim that then, and 
not until then, did Robin open fire and 
kill Carmack, as the latter was trying 
to shoot him again.” 

Calls Cooper Gentleman of Old School. 

Gereral Meeks quoted at length from 
authorities as to the doctrine of self- 
@efense and what constituted ‘an overt 
act, and concluded with an appeal to 
the jury to study the evidence carefully. 

“You saw the deéfendants on the 
stand under the severe strain of cross- 
examination. You saw young Robin 
Cooper on the stand. I submit to you 
that he demonstrated that he is a gen- 
tleman of the old school. You saw 
how he tried every means he could to 
avoid trouble and how he determined if 
his father was to be embroiled with 
any one, he would tbe there to protect 
his sire. 

‘“We regret the death of any one. But 
in our regret for the dead we should 
not do the living an injustice. 

“I ask you gentlemen to bring in 
a verdict of not guilty against these 
defendants. Turn the old man loose 
and let him once more meet upon the 
streets the remnants of that‘old band 
that went with ‘him'in the early sixties. 
Turn him loose and let him meet and 
shake the hand of that gallant gray- 
coated crew. Gentlemen, I thank you.” 

Garner for State Today. 

General Meeks closed at 4:10 p. m., 
having spoken exactly five hours. He 
was completely exhausted and sank 
wearily into a chair. The court told 
General Garner, for the state, that he 
could begin his argument at once, or 
reserve it until tomorrow. 

‘You have twenty minutes this after- 
noon if you desire to use it.” 

“If that’s all I would thhave, I prefer 
not to begin my address until tomor- 
row,” said Garner. 

‘I will promise not to speak al! day, 
however.” 

“Adjourn court then, Mr. Sheriff, un- 
til 9 a. m. tomorrow,” remarked Judge 
Hart.

‘STANDARD OIL TRUST 
OUSTED BY MISSOURI 


But the Waters-Pierce Concern 
Will Remain in the 
_State. 


Jefferson City, Mo., March 9.—The mo- 
tions by the Standara Oil Company of 
Indiana and the Republic Oil Company 
of Ohio for a rehearing of the ouster 
suit recently decided against them, and 
for a modification of the judgment, 
were overruled by the Missouri su- 
preme court today.

White to Suit Johnson. 


Victoria, B. C., March 9.—“Jack” John- 
son, the heavyweight champion pugil- 


‘Hst, and the white Philadelphia woman 


who threw in her lot with him after 
his fight at Svdney, arrived this morn- 
ing by the Canadian Pacific-Australian 
steamer Makura, from Sydney. 

Johnson unreservedly declared his 
willingness to meet Jeffries or any 
other man. Johnsen said: 

“T am willing to meet Jeffries; I am 
willing to meet any man in the world, 
end I don’t think that any one can get 
a decision over me, much less put 
out. It tires me to hear this talk about 
Jeffries claiming the championship. 

Willing tos Fight Jeffries. 
“When a champion leaves the ring, 


he is an ex-champion. Well, if Jeff 
wants to try and get the championship 
back, I’m wiiling to take him on. 

“What will Johnson take? In all the 
notices I have seen, it’s all what Jef- 
fries will take. What's the matter wita 
what Johnson will take? I’m the 
champion, ain't I? I want a winner and 
logser’s end: I don’t care what it is, 60 
and 40, or 75 and 25, but there's got to 
be a winner and loser’s end. That’s 
how I met Burns. 

‘Tf Jeffries wants a go, as the papers: 
say, he’s got to see me, and there’s 
got to he a winner and loser’s end.” 

Johnson intends to devote several 
months to a theatrical engagemen‘, 
having signed with a syndicate in Eng- 
land for the London halls, and, after 
an BHnglish tour, to tour France and 
Germany. ; 

Johnson will leave the Makura at 
Vancouver and proceed tomorrow morn. 
ing to Chicago, arriving there Satur- 
day. He will continue his journey to 
Galveston on Monday, arriving at hia 
Texas home on Wednesday. 

When his attention was drawn to the 
Galveston dispatch announcing the 
formation of committees to arrange a 
parade at Galveston, his eyes sparkled 
and he showed his gold-tipped teeth 
with a grin, and said: ‘‘Tell them I’ll be 
there.” 

As a Charity Patient. 

Asked regarding the story told in 
New York by George Bernard, an Aus- 
tralian sporting man, that before the 
fight at Sydney, Johnson and his man- 
ager, Fitzpatrick, receivea an offer of 
$12,000 in cash to throw the fight to 
Burns, the colored champion said: “TI 
don’t think that’s right. I don’t know 
What they might have wanted to do, 
but, you see, they were afraid to come 
near me, and —— —— well, I don’t think 
that’s right.” 

“Did you go into the Melbourne hos- 
pital as a charity patient?’ Johnson 
was asked. 

“Well, it was this way. I had some 
trouble with my neck, and kind o’ 
thought the Melbourne hospital the best 
place to go, but I could not go there 
as a charity patient. Why, I drove 
there in my motor car.” 

“Did you pay for the treatment?” 

“Why, no; it was a free hospital, 
wasn't it? And, anyhow, I felt en- 
titled to go there, for wasn’t I paying 
an income tax on £210 I was getting 
a week for my theatrical work? Tommy 
Burns was getting more, but he had 
moving pictures. He was getting £250. 
I kind o’ thought the income tax was 
sufficient to pay for what I got at the 
hospital. I offered to pay the doctor, 
anyhow, but he wouldn’t take the 
money. Then I wanted to send him 
some silk socks, but he wouldn’t take 
them. I told him that men in America 
worth millions went to public hospitals, 
but he didn’t seem to understand. Aus- 
tralia has no claim upon me, though, 
and I raised a good deal of money for 
various charities while in Sydney.” 

Johnson Is a Church Man. 

Johnson admitted that he had intend- 
ed giving some selections at church en- 
tertainments tn Australia. 

“I am a church man, belong to the 
Methodist church, but they did not, seem 
to have much use for a colored man in 
the Methodist churches of that ‘white 
Australia.” They are good _ sports, 
though. They treated me fine, and I’ve 
got no kick coming. But, on the 
square, they seemed to think more of 
Tommy Burns after I had licked him, 
giving him such a licking, too, than 
they did of me, and me the champion. 

“That was a funny stunt about me 
finding comfort in Shakespeare’s books 
and the ‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’ but, on 
the level, I do read Shakespeare.” 

Fitzpatrick, when asked about his 
split with Johnson, said it had begun 
soon after the fight. 

“Johnson was a different man before 
the fight,’”’ he said. “He would feed out 
of the hand then; but he is a hard man 
to handie now. We decided to split 
soon after the Makura left. Anyhow, 
he don’t need a manager now. He hase 
got a woman as his manager.” 

When Johnson was in Australia, an 
Australian paper printed a story about 
his intended marriage with an Oakland 
woman, who entered suit against the 
paper, and ig eaid to have received a 
verdict for $7,500. After his theatri- 
cal engagement in Burope, Johnson will 
return to the United States. 

Jeffries Has Nothing to Say. 

New York, March 9.—When James J. 
Jeffries was seen tonight at the theater 
where he is playing a vaudeville en- 
gagement and shown the interview with 
Jack Johnson, in which the negro cham- 
pion declared himself ready and will- 
ing to meet Jeffries or “any man in 
the world,” the big fellow only grinned 
and said nothing. 

The Victoria dispatch was read to 
Jeffries a paragraph at a time, with the 
loud pedal on that part of it which 
had particular reference to him, ut 
after each pause, the big Californian 
rubbed his chin and muttered: 

“Nothing to say.” 

When that part of the interview in 
which Johnson declared that talk of 
Jeffries being still the champion tired 
him, was read to Jeffries, he leaned 
against the door of his dreesing room 
and leughed. 

It was then explained to the retired 
champion that his persistence in aliow- 
ing his attitude in the matter of 4 
mateh with Johnson to remain a mys- 


tery would encourage the negro cham- 
on to issue pronouncements and chal- 
n@es at every stopping place. 

To this Jeffries laconically remarked: 
“Let him.”

Be More Evenly Laid. 


Vexatious and habtisenid 
Taxes Which Have Come 
Down From Era of Napoleon 
Are Suppressed. 

Paris, March 9.—The chamber 
deputies today passed the income tax 

bill by 407 votes to 166. 


The income tax bill does away with 
many of the vexatious and antiquatea 


taxes in France, and substitutes there- 
for a gradvated income tax. Day labor- 
ers are practically exempted. The taxes 
upon incomes above $1,000,000 per year 
is made progressive up to 4 per cent of 
the total. The bill will constitute a 
complete readjustment of 
system in France. 

The auestion of imposing an income 
tax in France. mooted for twenty years 
and repeatedly proposed in parliament, 
at last promises to become @ reality. 
The Clemenceau government nad this 
measure inscribed on its program when 


it assumed power, and, against a bitter

More Equitable Distribution. 

In its amended form, the bill sup- 
presses many taxes, like the window 
and door tax which have come down 
from the days Of Napoleon, and im- 
poses a graduated assessment upon in- 
comes. The government claims that 
the new measure will more wvaceigeeg 
distribute the burdens of taxation, est! 
matinee that an artisan who now pays 
a rent tax amounting to 10 per cent of 
the cost of his lodging would, under 
the ‘new law. find his tax reduced to 
less than $4, if his income were, for in- 
stance, $555. On the other hand, estates 
of $400,000. which formerly paid only 
$4.000, would pay $12,000. 

The bill in nowise affects the cus- 
toms duties or the enormous indirect 
taxation through state monopolies in 
the bill, matches, etc., or the taxes upon 
sugar, salt and drinking licenses,

In addition, there is a 
complementary tax imposed upon all 
rersons enjoying an income above 5,000 
francs ($1,000). This is progressive, 
ranging from 10 francs for 5,000 francs 
up to 3,550 francs for 100,000 francs.
